patients testified before the investiga­ 
tion comptie they had been victims of 
arts of cruelty, and

witnesses 
stated that they feared to tell all they 
knew on account of the fear they 
would suffer at the hand- of attendants 
at the close of examination. According 
to 'the testimony of several witnesses 
one favorite form of punishment for 
slight infractions of rules on the part 
of patients was beating with a slung- 
sbot formed sock, in which a potato or 
some other hard vegetable 
had been 
placed. 
S om e patients declared they 
frequently had been choked. One had 
been taken into a back room and *ied 
to a chair, an attendant following with 
a leather belt. Witnesses who told this 
story did not know what o< curred in 
the back room, however. 
Bruises on 
breast and legs of one of the patients 
was shown as a proof he had been 
kicked by attendants, and it develop­ 
ed that shower baths were also used as 
a rn* ans of punishment, the patients 
being held while cold water was allow­ 
ed to drip on them.

choked patients, but stated they had 
been forced to do so in self-defense, as 
they had been attacked.

Buffalo, April ll.-—The inquests in­ 
to the death of Arthur Pennell and 
Mrs. Pc nueil before Justice Murphy 
Friday did not throw any light upon 
the Burdick murder m ystery and did 
not Bhow whether Pennell and his 
j w ife com m itted suicide or were killed 
by accident cen March IO, when their 
autom obile plunged into Gehres quar­ 
ry. 
The Inquest began at 3 o'clock 
and was ended by the re ading of Jus­ 
tice Murphy’s verdict, 
Thos. Penny, who has acted as at 
lornejr for the Pennell fam ily since 
Arthur Pennell's death, declared that 
so far as he was aware, nothing in the 
papers left by Pennell, would throw 
any light upon the murder of Edwin 
Burdick. 
W hen questioned regarding 
the alleged defalcations by Pennell, 
Mr. Penney declined to answ er.

Frederick Pennell brother of the dead 
law yer and adm inistrator of his es­ 
tate, who has possession of m ost of 
the papers, was out of the city and 
Mr. Penney inform ed the court that 
he did not know where he was or 
when he would return to Buffalo.
